This  topic  in  Wiug  to  a  consider¬ 

able  extent  throughout  the  country.  It  is 
probable  that  the  system,  in  apme  form, 
may  prevail  thronghoilt  onr  laud  at  no  dis¬ 
tant  day.  Its  need  diems  to  be  especially 
felt  in  the  larger  cities,  where  it  has  l>een 
proverbial  that  “the  school  of  the  children 
is  in  the  street.”  Here  they  are  schooled 
and  educated,  first  in  ffie  rudiments  of  petty 
pilfering  and  other  forms  of  juvenile  de¬ 
pravity.  Going  on  step  by  step,  they  at  an 
early  age  graduate,  well  fitted  for  any  career 
of  vice  and  infamy  tHut  may  be  open  for 
them.  To  supplant  tfiis  pernicious  system 
seems  to  >»e  the  xpociid  mission  of  compul¬ 
sory  education. 

Rev.  Arthur  Mitchell,  who  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  with  kindly  interest  by  many  in  this 
vicinity,  recently  contributed  an  article  to 
Th *-  Interior,  (published  in  Chicago)  headed 
“  They  Must  Go  to  sihooL”  While  he  does 
not  [hold  that  education  will  necessarily 
make  a  man  honest,  he  shows,  by  care¬ 
fully  gathered  statistics,  that  ignorance 

leads  directly  to  vice  : 

“  Look  at  the  widely  different  records  of 
the  educated  and  uneducated  nationali tit's  of 
the  foreigners  who  iffre  found  among  our 
criminals.  The  SwiA  Saxons,  Prussians, 
Swedes  come  from  lands  were  a  system  of 
cfimj>nlsory  education  prevails,  and  the  total 
numl»er  of  all  these  nationalities  in  the  Bride¬ 
well  last  year  was  6‘2l.  Great  Britain  has 
no  such  system,  and  of  her  former  subject 
we  imprisoned  for  crime,  last  year,  2,330 
Irish  and  383  Eng&sh  ;  together  2,713. 
These  facts  require  nt>  comment.  They  do 
not  show,  and  it  cannot  be  shown,  that  edu¬ 
cation  will  necessarily  make  a  nmn  honest 
or  give  him  self-control.  W  e  have  had  and 
shall  always  have,  Purkmons  and  Ruloffa 
enough  among  us  to  disprove  any  such  il¬ 
lusion  as  that  ;  but  they  do  show  that  yon 
may  rely  thoroughly  upon  ignorance  to  breed 


enme. 


The  New  Postal  Rat  s. 


Free  exchange  between  newspapers  will 
cease  after  the  30th  of  this  month,  when  the 
new  postal  law  will  go  into  effect.  The 
following  is  the  amendment  which  forbids 
further  free  exchange,  and  the  rates  which 
will  be  charged  under  the  new  system  r 

All  laws  and  purts  of  laws  permitting  the 
transmission  by  mail  of  nnv  five  mutter 
whatever  be  and  the  same  ure  hereby  repeal¬ 
ed  from  and  after  June  30,  1873.  News¬ 
papers  sent  by  mail  must  be  prepaid  by 
stamps,  unless  “  regularly  issued  and  sent  to 
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dealers,  wnen  the  following  rates  are  cuarg- 
ed,  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  either  at 
the  mailing  or  delivery  office. 

Dailies  35  cts.  Six  times  a  week,  30  cts. 
Tri-weekly,  15  cts.  Semi-weekly,  10  cts. 
Weeklies,  5  cts.  Semi-monthly,  not  over 
4  oz.,  3  cts.  Monthlies,  not  over  4  oz.,  3 
cts.  Quarterlies,  not  over  4  oz.  1  cent. 

,  Newspapers  and  circulars  dropped  into 
the  office  for  delivery  must  be  prepaid  at  the 
rate  of  1  cent  for  two  ounces  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  rate  for  every  additional  two  ounces 
of  fraction  thereof  ;  and  periodicals  weigh¬ 
ing  more  than  two  ounces  are  mbjegk^to  2 
cents,  prepaid  at  the  letter-carrier  office. 
The  postage  on  regular  papers,  <Src. ,  must  be 
prepaid  in  advance,  either  at  the  place  of 
delivery,  to  the  carrier,  or  at  tin*  office, 
otherwise  they  will  be  chargeable  at  transient 
rates. 

In  consequence  of  these  new  postal  reg¬ 
ulations,  we  propose  to  muke  some  changes 
in  the  manner  of  delivery  of  our  edition  to 
subscribers  in  the  village.  We  will  deliver 
Tile  Record  by  carrier  at  the  dwellings  of 
such  subscribers  a a  reside  iu  the  immediate 
vicinity.  Those  residing  at  a  considerable 
distance,  can,  as  they  may  elect,  receive  the 
paper  at  the  post-office,  subject  to  the  pos¬ 
tage,  or  save  that  charge  by  getting  it  at  our 
publication  office  on  Railroad  Avenue.  No 
charge  will  be  made  for  deliver}’  by  currier. 

The  Search  for  the  Polaris. 


The  Steamer  Tigress,  which  was  the 
means  of  saving  Capt.  Tyson  and  his  com¬ 
panion  of  the  Polaris  from  their  perilous 
position  upon  the  ice  floe,  has  been  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  Government,  with  the  view 
of  despatching  her  in  search  of  the  missing 
vessel.  The  Tigress  will  proceed  to  the 
Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  where  she  will  be  re¬ 
fitted  for  the  expedition.  Secretary-  Rob¬ 
eson  will  be  in  New  York  to  inspect  the 
vessel  and  decide  what  must  lie  done  to  tit 
her  out  for  good  service  in  the  Arctic  waters. 
It  is  thought  that  the  Tigress  may  be  readv 
by  the  4th  of  July.  The  commaudant  will 
be  Commander  James  A.  Greer,  at  present 
Professor  of  Seamanship  at  \he  Nuvul  Acad¬ 
emy,  and  considered  an  officer  of  great 
merit  and  experience,  having  commanded 
important  expeditions  during  the  rebellion. 
Lieutenant  Commander  White  will  be  the 
executive  officer.  The  orders  of  Command¬ 
er  Greer  will  be  to  the  effect  that  he  must 
spare  no  effort  to  pouetrate  the  Northum¬ 
berland  Straits  to  find  the  Polaris.  Charts 
are  now  being  prepared  at  the  Hydrograph¬ 
ic  Office  and  maps  at  the  Smithsonian  Insti¬ 
tute  for  the  guidance  of  the  commander  of 
the  Tigress.  If  necessary  all  other  work  at 
the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard  will  be  stopped  to 
carry  out  Secretary  Robeson's  instructions. 
There  is  an  intense  interest  throughout  the 

country  to  kjiow  the  fate  of  Capt.  Bnding- 
ton,  who  suebeeded  to  the  command  of  the 
Polaris  after  the  death  of  Capt.  Hall,  and 
It  is  oonfidentialy  hoped  that  the  expedi¬ 
tion  will  be  successful. 


Sunday >  Murder  Record  in  Now  York 

Sunday  last  furnished  a  more  than  ordin¬ 
ary  array  of  murders  in  the  Metropolis — 

No  less  than  three  of  these  by  no  means  un¬ 
usual  events  having  taken  place.  The  bad 
passions  of  jealousy  and  liatred  engendered 
by  rum  were  the  principal  causes. 

In  the  morning,  James  C'urten,  while 
quarreling  with  his  w  ife  at  14  Oak  street, 
received  a  murderous  blow  from  an  axe  in 
the  hands  of  John  Sluirkey,  brother  to  the 
wife.  Later  in  the  day,  James  Duffy  was 
killed  by  Edward  Kirtland  during  a  brawl 
in  Patrick  Hughe’s  saloon  in  East  Houston 
street. 

But  the  most  brutal  and  cowardly  of  all 
was  the  crime  of  one  Francis  Gillen  which 
must  l>e  characterized  as  one  of  the  most 
revolting  that  has  disgraced  the  city  for 
many  years.  The  victim  who  was  only 
eighteen  years  of  age,  was,  one  year  ago  a 
happy,  careless  girl,  the  pride  of  her  fathar, 
a  sober,  industrious  workingman.  She  met 
Gillen  at  a  ball,  who  was  a  good-looking 
fellow,  anil  he  soon  made  an  Impression  up¬ 
on  the  susceptible  heart  of  the  girl.  In 
opposition  to  the  w  ishes  of  her  father,  Gil¬ 
len  prevailed  upon  her  to  consent  to  a  se¬ 
cret  marriage,  and  they  were  united  in  Octo¬ 
ber  last.  The  union  w  as  a  very  unhappy 
one,  and  Ellen  was  so  shocked  when  she 
discovered  the  resil  character  of  her  hus¬ 
band  that  she  was  glml,  at  the  solicitation 
of  her  parents,  to  leave  him  a  short  tirqe  af¬ 
ter  the  marriage.  After  the  separation 
Ellen  went  to  work  as  a  saleswoman  in  a 
store  in  Grand  street,  and  the  prisoner  was 
in  the  habit  of  following  her  to  the  store 
and  continually  annoying  her.  On  Sunday 
night  Gillen  waylaid  her  in  the  street  and 
as  she  was  returning  to  her  homo  in  Elm 
street,  laid  hands  upon  and  violently  detain  • 
ed  her,  insisting  that  she  should  accompany 
him.  This  she  firmlv  refused  to  do,  and 
said  she  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  him 

in  anv  way.  He  held  on  to  her,  insisting 
*  •» 

that  she  should  go  with  him.  They  reach¬ 
ed  the  corner  of  Elm  and  Broome  streets, 
when,  infuriated  by  repeated  denials,  the 
brutal  husband  drew  a  knife,  stabbed  the 
unfortunate  girl  six  times  in  the  bosom  ami 
then  turned  and  fled.  The  victim  of  this 
unnatural  crime  put  her  hands  to  her  bosom 
from  which  the  blood  was  flowing  in  tor¬ 
rents,  and  screamed,  “  Oh,  father,  father  !  ” 
She  was  about  falling  to  the  ground  when  a 
bystauder  caught  her,  to  whom  she  faintly 
gave  her  address.  She  sunk  exhausted  to 
the  ground  and  was  tenderly  earned  to  her 
home,  but  the  blood  was  rapidly  oozing 
from  her  wounds,  and  after  a  few  moments 
of  intense  suffering  she  died  in  the  presence 
of  her  father  and  sister. 

In  commenting  upon  these  events  of  a 
single  day,  the  New  York  Herald  says  : 
“  The  laxity  of  our  criminal  law,  by  which 
murder  seems  to  be  the  safest  item  in  the 
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ne,  Dy  winch  a  dozen  murderers  still  i&fy 
justice  iu  the  Tombs,  will  account  for  the 
clAp  estimate  in  which  dangerous  charac¬ 
ters  hold  taking  a  fellow  being’s  life.  It 
may  be  regarded  os  an  incontrovertible 
axiom  in  the  annals  of  crime  iu  New  York 
at  the  present  day  that  the  cheapest  article 
in  the  market  is  human  life.  The  purloin¬ 
ing  of  property,  from  the  smallest  sum  up¬ 
ward,  is  attended  with  signal  punishment. 
Burglars,  highwaymen  and  forgers  meet 
with  stern  justice  when  they  aro  brought 
before  a  court,  and  they  never  find  any  com¬ 
miseration,  either  from*  the  public  or  the 
presiding  justice.  But  a  murderer,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  is  lionized  to  such  an  extent  and 
is  fortunate  enough  to  have  so  many  loop¬ 
holes  of  escape,  that  his  crime  seems  to  be 
the  most  difficult  to  punish.  Our  criminal 
code  should  l>e  simplified  and  made  move 
applicable  to  murder  eases.  At  present, 
where  blood  has  been  shed,  it  is  a  labyrinth 
of  exceptions,  pleas  of  insanity,  new-  trials 
and  such  like  nonsense,  so  that  justice  is 
often  defeated  and  the  criminal  escapes, 
until  the  dangerous  impression  gets  abroad 
that  murder  cannot  be  punished.  An  ex¬ 
ecution  or  tw-o,  long  after  the  crime  has 
been  perpetrated,  will  not  mend  matters. 
What  we  want  is  a  long  rope  and  short 
shrift  and  an  end  to  the  vexatious  obstacles 
which  interfere  with  justice.  Where  blood 
has  been  wilfully  shed  the  life  of  the  perpe¬ 
trator  should  pay  the  penalty.  A  few  exe¬ 
cutions  in  this  city  will  prove  of  incalcula¬ 
ble  advantage.” 


On  Monday  afternoon,  says  the  Newark 
Advertiser,  two  mad  dogs  were  killed  in 
fjpringfield  avenue,  and  so  prevalent  is  hy¬ 
drophobia  becoming  among  the  15,000 
which  roam  at  will  through  our  streets,  that 
the  utmost  care  should  be  exercised  by 
pedestrians  to  advoid  the  fangs  of  the  rabid 
animals.  As  the  Common  Council  decline 
to  establish  a  pound,  it  would  be  well,  per¬ 
haps,  if  the  Board  of  Health  could  catch  all 
the  diseased  canines  and  placard  them  with 
the  words  “mad  dog,"  as  they  do  houses 
infected  with  small  pox.

The  New  Depot  at  Montclair. 

We  must  take  occasion  to  congratulate 
our  friends  in  Montclair  upon  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  depot  of  the  Midland  Railroad 
on  Wulnut  Street.  It  is  an  architectural 
beauty,  and  possesses  all  the  appointments 
necessary  for  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  patrons  of  this  new’  and  popular 
route. 

The  depot  is  built  mostly  of  iron — the 
siding,  roofs,  columns  and  brackets  being 
composed  of  that  material — and  th<f  w  hole 
effect,  with  the  painting  and  minor  details 
completed,  is  pleasing  in  the  extreme.  The 
size  of  the  depot  proper  is  eighty  feet  long 
by  twenty-five  in  width,  but  the  spacious 
arcade  with  its  gracefully  arched  roof,  while 
contributing  greatly  to  *  the  symmetry  and 
beauty  of  the  design,  adds  much  to  the 
area,  making  an  entire  covered  space  of 
nearly  two  hundred  feet  in  length  by  about 
sixty  in  width. 

There  are  waiting  rooms  of  ample  size, 
together  with  ticket  offices,  freight-rooms, 
etc.  The  wainscoting  and  ceilings,  us  well 
as  the  door  anil  window  architraves  arc  fin¬ 
ished  with  chestnut,  relieved  by  \pilnut 
mouldings.  The  cost  of  this  handsome 
structure  was  about  812, 000,  and  it  is 
mainly  through  the  enterprise  and  liberal¬ 
ity  of  Messrs.  Honing,  Pratt,  and  other 
public-spirited  citizens  of  Montclair  that 
the  depot  has  been  so  promptly  erected. 

If  we  mistake  not,  the  beautiful,  wooded 
slopes  and  unimproved  territory  to  the 
eastward  of  Walnut  Station  will  ere  long 
be  sought  after  for  building  sites.  Sev¬ 
eral  new  avenues  have  been  opened  within 
a  few  months,  in  this  vicinity,  and  we  shall 
soon  expect  to  see  attractive  residences  go¬ 
ing  up  in  this  part  of  the  township.

The  old  Presbyterian  Church  propose  to 
hold  a  musical, /social  and  historical  enter¬ 
tainment  on  tho  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary 
of  the  foundation  of  the  church.  The  par¬ 
ticulars  are  not  yet  arranged.  They  will  be 
given  next  week.  It  will  be  held  on  Mon¬ 
day,  the  30th  iust.,  and  pAtnises  to  be  of 
decided  interest  to  all  Bloomfield  people. 

A  terrific  boiler  explosion  occured  in  Rah¬ 
way  on  Monday,  in  the  works  of  the  Rahway 
Glue  Factory.  The  result  was  the  death  of 
one  man,  the  fatally  injuring  of  a  boy 
and  the  dangerously  wounding  of  another 
man,  besides  the  destruction  of  about  ten 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  property.  The 
superintendent  and  engineer,  Mr.  Kuern, 
had,  about  half-past  nine  o’clock,  passed 
out  of  the  boiler  room  for  some  purpose. 

He  had  been  gone  but  about  three  minutes 
when  away  went  the  boilers,  with  a  shock 
that  made  the  earth  tremble,  demolishing 
one  building — the  wooden  one, entirely,  and 
smashing  to  pieces  a  considerable  portion 
of.the  main  brick  building.  One  boiler, 
twenty-three  inches  in  diameter  and  about 
twenty -eight  feet  long  weighing  several  tons, 
w  as  hurled  across  against  the  side  of  the 
brick  building  and  tore  it  down,  roof  and  all, 
for  a  space  of  about  thirty-five  or  forty  feet, 
burying  a  good  deal  of  valuable  machinery. 
One  of  the  boiler  flues  was  shot  over  into  a 
hay  field,  a  distance  of  at  least  two  hundred 
feet.  Close  at  hand  the  report  sounded  like 
that  of  a  small  gun,  but  a  mile  off  resounded 
like  a  park  small  of  artillery.  The  owners 
of  the  factory  claim  that  the  boilers  and 
machinery  were  in  perfect  order  and  had 
been  thoroughly  overhauled  last  Fall.  Out¬ 
siders  say,  however,  that  the  boilers  were 
old  and  infirm  and  that  ten  pounds  of  steam 
could  not  possibly  have  done  such  terrific 
destm  ction  had  they  been  safe  and  sound.
